Bucks County will only he allotted 
one assistant county superintendent of 
schools, according to an official an ­ 
nouncement 
received 
this 
morning 
from the Department of Public Instruc­ 
tion in Harrisburg. The announcement 
was received at the headquarters of 
the Bucks County School authorities 
in Doylestown. Previous to the death 
of J. Harry Hoffman, county superin­ 
tendent of schools, there were two a s­ 
sistants. 
Since July I, 1939, there have been 
533 teachers under the county super­ 
intendent and it was known at that 
time that Bucks County would be e n ­ 
titled to have but. on*' assistant. 
Five 
hundred and fifty teachers are required 
before a county superintendent is en ­ 
titled to two assistants. In 1938 when 
both assistant county superintendents 
were reappointed Bucks County had 
well over the required number.
